| He Kings moſt Excellent Maieſtie, obſeruing that in the times of 


g I dearth,His louing Dubiects,(eſpectally the poozer loꝛt,) are pinched with

&"Sy Kingdome, inthoſe times is much erhauſted, in pzoutding of Cozne from 

7h fozraine parts; and againe, that in the timesof plenty, the Farmour and

M bardip able to ſuppozt their neceſſary charge, noꝛ the Landlozd to vphold 

bis rent: And kozeleeing, as well by realon, as by the example of fozrainc 

Nations, that theſe things may not onely in ſome good meaſure bee reme⸗ 

died, but alſo diuers benefits pzocured bnto the Common wealth, (as the 

r venting of Dur natiue tommodities, ſtrength to Our Shipping, and 

bꝛeeding of man Mariners) by erecting Magazins of Cozne, which in times of ſcarcitie, map ſerue 

to keepe downe the pzice of foꝛraine Coꝛne, and in times of plentie, may keepe vp the pꝛice of Pur 

home Cozne, at ſuch reaſonable rates, as will well mainetaine the Huſbandmans labour, and hold 

vp the Gentlemans rents: Hath commanded the Lozds of his Maieſties pꝛiuie Counſaile, not enely 

to take the ſame into their owne ſerious conſideration,but to vnderſtand the opinion of diuers Gen- 

tlemen of qualitie and knowledge, and of the ableſt. a beſt experienced Merchants: All which hauing 

beene carefully, and effectually perfozmed, His Maieſtie, vpon deliberate aduice With his pꝛiuie 

Counſaile, hath reſolued, and doeth hereby ſignifie his Royall pleaſure, that Magazins of Cozne 

(hall, and may bee erected, by ſuch Merchants and others, as ſhall be willing to aduenture therein, 

inthe Poꝛts. and places hereafter mentioned: That is to ſay, London, Dover, Portſmouth, South-hamp- 

con, Briſtoll, Exceſter, Plymouth, Ipſwich, Linne, Yarmourh, Hull, Yorke, Newcaſtle, Cheſter, Lerpoole, and Hauer- 

tord welt, and in all the Shire Townes of the Realme. And to the intent the ſald Magazins, may 

be ſtoꝛed with tonuentent pꝛouiſion of Cozne; His Mateſtie is pleaſed, that it ſhall, and map bee law⸗ 

full, to and foꝛ any the Merchants, oꝛ other the Subietts ofthis his Realme, to impoꝛt from foꝛraine 

parts ſuch quantities of Coꝛne, as to them ſhall ſeeme gnod, to be ſtozed, and laid vp in the ſaid Maga. 

zins, paying to his Maieſtie onely the Cuſtomes and Subſidies due foꝛ the ſame, accozding to the 
pzeſent Booke of rates, as hath beene heretofoꝛe accuſtomed to be paid, and no other wile. 

And further, that all and euery perſon, and perſons ſhall, and may, buy and pꝛouide within this 
Realme, fo2 the ſtoꝛing, and furniſhing of the laid Magazins, ſuch quantities of Engliſh C ozne, as 
to them ſhall ſeeme good, at ſuch times onely,as the moſt vſuall pꝛites of Engliſh voheate ſhall bee, bn- 
der thirtie two ſhillings the quarter, Engliſh Nie vnder eighteene ſhillings the quarter, and Engliſh 
Barley vnder lixteene ſhillings the quarter, reſpectiuely, in the Counties where the ſame ſhall bee 
bought and pꝛouided. And foꝛ the better intouragement of ſuch, as ſhall aduenture in the ſaid Ma⸗ 
gazins, Hts Mateſtie is well pleaſed, that all ſuch foꝛraine Coꝛne, as ſhall be thither bꝛought. may be 
freely ſold and tranſpoꝛted into any the parts beyond the Seas, being in League, oz Amitie wuh his 
Maieſtie, ſo as, at the time of ſuch tranſpoꝛtation, the rate and moſt vſuall pute of Engliſh Coꝛne in 
the thꝛee next adiacent Counties vnto the laid Magazins, whenceſuchtranſpoztation ſhalbc,voe not 
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the ſame Come did not grow within —
